Useful 
start to 
glass 
scheme

A MOUNTAIN of glass, which 
weighed the equivalent of one 
million bottles, was collected 
from homes across Northamp¬ 
ton in the first week of glass 
recycling collections. 

The scheme started last week 
and 270 tonnes were collected 
from the doorsteps of homes in 
the borough. 

There are 65,000 households 
in Northampton eligible for glass 
collection and a borough council 
spokesman said the amount 
picked up last week equated to 
about one million bottles. 

He said: “We are pleased with 
the amount of glass collected in 
its first week and would like to 
thank the residents of Northamp¬ 
ton for supporting and under¬ 
standing the introduction of this 
service.” 

The £250,000 scheme will pro¬ 
vide the council with recycling 
revenue of about £58,000 this 
year, followed by £163,000 in sub¬ 
sequent years. 


Burglar defied 
by pensioner 



A PENSIONER who fought 
off a burglar at her home 
has said the intruder was 
lucky she did not "give 
him what for" 

The 80-year-old was knocked to 
the ground and kicked by the 
burglar, but still clung to her 
handbag, stopping the man from 
running off with cash and credit 
cards. 

Despite being about 60 years 
older than her assailant and hav¬ 
ing had a hip replacement, the 
woman, who asked to remain 
anonymous, said: “He was lucky 
to get away because if I had been 
up on my feet I’d have given him 
what for. 

“I had been out in the garden 
and when I came back in he was 
in the hall. He pushed me right 
over on to the floor. 

“I wasn’t about to let him walk 
out with my handbag, so I 
grabbed hold of the straps while 
I was lying down and just prayed 
for them not to break, and he 
kicked me.” 

As soon as the man started 
kicking the pensioner, her terrier 
dog went to her aid and bit the 
burglar’s legs. 

The man finally gave up trying 
to wrestle for the handbag and 


left the house. After he left, the 
victim realised he had already 
been through her wardrobe and 
stolen some jewellery. 

The break-in, which took place 
in Trussell Road, Bellinge, 
Northampton, on Sunday is being 
investigated by police. 

A spokesman for the county 
force said: “Between 9.45pm and 
10.25pm, the 80-year-old victim 
went into her back garden. On 
returning, she went into her 
lounge and sat watching televi¬ 
sion when she thought she heard 
a knock at the front door. 

“She went to the front door 
and called out, but got no reply. 
About 10 minutes later, her dog 
began barking and she went to 
investigate and was confronted 
by a man standing in her hallway 
“As he was leaving the prop¬ 
erty, the victim grabbed hold of 
the bag and refused to let go, 
despite the offender further 
assaulting her. The man fled the 
scene without the bag. 

“Three gold chains were stolen 
from the property and, although 
shaken, the victim was not 
injured in the incident.” 

The burglar was white, in his 
late teens or early 20s and stocky 
He was wearing a navy jacket 
and navy trousers.

PM under fire 
from Keeble

NORTHAMPTON North MP 
Sally Keeble revealed this 
week why she no longer 
backed Gordon Brown as 
Prime Minister. 

The Labour MP said the under¬ 
fire leader did not have the vision 
to take the party forward and had 
lost the ability to unite his gov¬ 
ernment. 

Mrs Keeble said she firmly 
believed that the Labour Party 
was still the best one to meet the 
needs of the people of Northamp¬ 
ton but not with Mr Brown at the 
helm. 

“When the next General Elec¬ 
tion comes, people have to have 
the choice of a credible leader. I 
don’t think it is credible for the 
people to ask for four more years of 
Gordon,” she said. 

Mrs Keeble’s letter to her con¬ 
stituents is as follows: 

"Gordon Brown was the obvious 
successor to Tony Blair. Both were 
architects of New Labour. Gordon's 
command of the economy underpinned 
the achievements of the Blair govern¬ 
ments and rightly won him interna¬ 
tional stature and acclaim. He will 
always deserve our respect for that. 

The transition from Chancellor to 
Prime Minister was not an easy one, and 
when Gordon said in the autumn of 2007 
he wanted more time to put forward his 
vision, that seemed fair. However, 18 
months on it is painfully clear that time 
has really run out. 

Firstly, the vision has not materi¬ 
alised. The economy is the most impor¬ 
tant factor, and he was the right man 
to deal with the crisis. But people look 
to their Prime Minister for more than that. 
People in Northampton work hard, pay 
their way and look after their families. 
They look to Government for high-qual¬ 
ity public services and a sense of pur¬ 
pose and direction for the country. The 
Prime minister is the person who has 
to articulate that, and sadly, it hasn't hap¬ 
pened. Not that there is an alternative 
on offer from the other main parties. 
David Cameron's vision would very 
quickly become a nightmare, while 
Nick Clegg's is multi-focal. 

Secondly, recent events have shown 


that Gordon Brown has not been able 
to manage relations within his Gov¬ 
ernment. Admittedly, some ministerial 
behaviour has been appalling. Whatever 
the disagreements, resigning just before 
council elections can only be topped by 
talk of window-dressing. However, the 
person at the top has to forge a group 
of strong politicians into a united, coher¬ 
ent team to provide stable govern¬ 
ment. And that has, painfully, not hap¬ 
pened either. 

In my first political job, I was a press 
officer at Labour HQ during the 1983 
General Election campaign. It was a sear¬ 
ing experience. The public did not see 
Michael Foot as a credible Prime Min¬ 
ister. The electorate had its say - 
Northampton roundly rejected us then 
- and it was another 14 years before we 
recovered. Meanwhile the public paid 
a massive price in jobs lost, communities 
laid waste, lives ruined. I'm not prepared 
to let that happen again. 

The reason for writing this letter is that 
the UK is a parliamentary democracy and 
Labour is a democratic socialist party, 
not a Trotskyite cell. Government 
depends on retaining the confidence of 
MPs, so the debate taking place among 


Labour MPs is vitally important. It 
has profound implications for the day- 
to-day lives of my constituents, jobs, 
homes, schools, hospitals, all the things 
that touch us most. So the debate has 
to be public. It can't be some private 
Westminster Palace coup - in the 
Pugin Room with an ice-pick. 

By the next General Election the 
Labour Party needs to put forward a 
coherent vision with a credible team. We 
need to say what kind of country we 
want Britain to be: whether we're 
going to encourage innovation and 
enterprise, or cap it with tax increases, 
invest in public services or cut them to 
close the fiscal gap, how we're going to 
give people a say in our country's 
progress and realise the aspirations 
my constituents and I share. 

There has to be consistency and 
credibility, not just a statement of values, 
but an explanation of how they will 
be put into practice. To achieve that 
we need a leader who can articulate that 
vision and let our country and the party 
move on. I want my constituents to have 
the best that Labour has to offer. The chal¬ 
lenge to the cabinet is how that will be 
achieved."

People 
traffick 
brothers 
are jailed 


THREE pizza restaurants in 
Northampton were raided 
when police smashed an 
international people-traf¬ 
ficking operation. 

Surveillance by the Serious 
Organised Crime Agency (Soca) 
recorded Abdul Sakhizada, who 
lived above a pizza shop in Welling¬ 
borough Road, Northampton, brag¬ 
ging that in two months he had 
moved 1,800 illegal immigrants 
into the UK. 

Abdul Sakhizada, 33, who boasted 
he was Europe’s biggest people 
trafficker, was jailed for nine years 
after he admitted conspiracy to 
contravene the Immigration Act. 

His brother Ahmed Shah 
Sakhizada, 24, was sentenced to 
seven years after he was also found 
guilty at Kingston Crown Court. 

Their gang was known to be 
responsible for the illegal immi¬ 
gration of at least 230 young men 
into Europe, mainly from Pakistan 
and Afghanistan, although the

number was likely to be higher. 

They hid behind a web of 15 
pizza shops across the country, 
including in Northampton, Kent, 
Berkshire and Essex, where the 
immigrants were set to work to 
pay off their £10,000 “debt”. 

In January 2008, immigration 
officers and Northamptonshire 
Police raided Pizza Inn and Pizza Go 
Go outlets in Wellingborough Road 
and Planet Pizza in Kettering Road, 
Northampton. 

Trevor Pearce, Soca’s director 
of enforcement, said the Northamp¬ 
ton-based people-smuggling ring 
preyed on illegal immigrants. 

He said: “People-smuggling is a 
serious crime which exploits vul¬ 
nerable people for profit and causes 
harm to individuals, communities 
and the UK as a whole. 

“This was a highly sophisticated 
and well organised criminal enter¬ 
prise which was prepared to extort 
money from its victims and chal¬ 
lenge the UK’s immigration regime. 

“The message is clear - the UK is 
not a soft touch for people-smug¬ 
glers. 

“Soca’s global connections mean 
we will find you and we will stop 
you.” 

UK Border Agency regional direc¬ 
tor Tony Smith added: “We are 
determined to tackle those who 
commit organised immigration 
crime and bring the perpetrators to 
justice. 

“This was a major international 
conspiracy to facilitate the entry of 
illegal immigrants into the UK. 
Those behind it showed total dis¬ 
regard for the law, and their motives 
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■ Abdul Hameed Sakhizada was 
jailed for nine years after admitting 
conspiracy to contravene the 
Immigration Act 

were purely financial. 

“We will continue to work with 
Soca, the police and other enforce¬ 
ment partners to stamp out any 
abuses of the system.” 

Janet Boston, reviewing lawyer 
for the Crown Prosecution Service 
Organised Crime Division, said 
the men all had various positions in 
the “business”, from main organ¬ 
isers to money collectors, book 
keepers, providers of false docu¬ 
ments and transferring money 
overseas. 

They now face having their pro¬ 
ceeds confiscated as the CPS will 
make applications under the Pro¬ 
ceeds of Crime Act for any money 
made by the criminal enterprise. 

She added: “This was a prof¬ 
itable, sophisticated operation 
which was run in a highly organ¬ 
ised, businesslike manner by men 
who took advantage of those who 
willingly left their homeland and 
families to seek a better life. These 
illegal immigrants were in debt to 
those who helped them gain entry 
to the UK and were put to work in 
fast food outlets.” 


Hidden riches see light 


NORTHAMPTONSHIRE’S forgotten oil paintings 
are to be rediscovered when they are included in a 
public catalogue. 

About 1,100 publicly-owned paintings hidden 
away in store rooms and corridors of buildings in 
24 locations around the county will be meticu¬ 
lously photographed and compiled into a hard¬ 
back and online reference catalogue as part of a 
nationwide project by the Public Catalogue Foun¬ 
dation. 

The project, which aims to archive every publicly- 
owned oil painting in the UK by the end of 2012, will 
see Northamptonshire’s paintings feature alongside 
those from neighbouring Bedfordshire and Cam¬ 


bridgeshire. Speaking at a fundraising night at 
Northampton Museum and Art Gallery, Lady 
Juliet Townsend, said: “There are 200,000 pub¬ 
licly-owned paintings in the UK in museums, coun¬ 
try houses and hospitals but often they’re not 
very accessible. About 80 per cent are not on view 
but are in storage or in areas the public can’t 
access. Now these paintings will be available for any¬ 
one to see. They will be able to find the illustration 
in the book or on the website, find out where it is 
held and arrange a viewing. 

“In Northamptonshire, we have all these hidden 
riches people don’t even know about and it’s impor¬ 
tant we document them.”

Tory leader’s 
pledge on tax 


THE leader of Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council's 
winning Conservative group 
Jim Harker has pledged it 
will continue with its low 
tax policy to help those on 
low incomes. 

Councillor Harker’s party 
returned to power at County Hall 
following Thursday’s election and 
he is due to be sworn in next week 
as the council’s leader for another 
four years as no-one from his party 
has challenged him. 

Having begun to absorb his 
party’s sizeable victory which was 
revealed on Friday night, Coun¬ 
cillor Harker said he had already 
started thinking ahead to how the 
county council will operate over the 
next few years. 

He said: “We shall continue with 
our local tax policy protecting peo¬ 
ple who are finding it hard to make 
ends meet at the moment and par¬ 
ticularly those on low incomes and 
pensions. 

“We shall continue to raise stan¬ 
dards in education and engaging 
the outside world, such as 
the voluntary sector, to 
help us provide more 
interesting and 
worthwhile things 
for young people to 
do. We will also 
carry on with our 


programme of making it easier 
for more elderly people to stay liv¬ 
ing in their own homes as long as 
they can.” 

The Conservatives took control 
of the council in 2005 following 12 
years of Labour rule. 

Four years ago they won 45 of 
the 73 seats up for grabs which 
was classed as a resounding victory 
for the party 

At the latest election the Con¬ 
servatives strengthened their hold 
on the county even further and 
now have 56 seats. 

The Liberal Democrats are now 
the second biggest party with nine 
councillors, Labour have been 
pushed into third with six and 
there are two independent coun¬ 
cillors. 


Councillor Harker said the 
party’s victory had been bigger 
than he had expected and he was 
particularly pleased that a num¬ 
ber of younger candidates had 
been elected. 

He said: “I think the average 
age of members on the council 
has gone down significantly I think 
it’s about 15 years younger.” 

Among the controlling group’s 
first priorities for its next term in 
office is the need to strengthen its 
partnership working with other 
organisations. 

He said: “It is getting more and 
more important for everyone in 
the public sector to work together 
to make sure we get better value for 
money and better quality services. 

“Nowhere will get the level of 
support we have had in the past 
so we will have to double our efforts 
to make sure Northamptonshire 
gets its fair share of what is avail¬ 
able.” 

Councillor Harker said he was 
looking forward to a Conservative 
national government coming to 
power as soon as possible. 

He said he hoped to be more suc¬ 
cessful in his appeals to a Conser¬ 
vative government to change 
the way governments fund 
councils, which he feels cur¬ 
rently favours the cities to 
the detriment of shire coun¬ 
ties like Northamptonshire.

Warning over 
sky lanterns 


SENIOR fire officers in 
Northamptonshire are gath¬ 
ering information from every 
UK fire service about a new 
type of floating lantern which 
has been causing poten¬ 
tially dangerous fires. 

So-called sky lanterns are 
increasingly popular at outdoor 
parties, so much so that people 
frequently see them in the night 
sky and mistake them for alien 
spacecraft. 

But Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said they are now 
concerned dangerous versions of 
the lanterns are being made which 
can suddenly drop out of the sky 
and cause major fires. 

It follows a Chronicle & Echo 
story which told how an appar¬ 
ently homemade lantern made 
from tissue paper and paraffin 
wax dropped onto a car owned by 
John White of Duston, setting it 
alight. 

The fire service believe a similar

device also set someone’s wash¬ 
ing on fire after it fell out of the sky 
over a back garden in Northamp¬ 
ton. 

Fire officer Mick Rodden, of the 
county’s arson task force, said: 
“We are now going to get in touch 
with all fire services across the 
country and try to collate all the 
data we can on these. 

“It looks like these lanterns are 
becoming quite popular now which 


we have to do something about.” 

Mr White said one of the 
lanterns dropped onto his car last 
Wednesday and only a quick-think¬ 
ing neighbour, who managed to 
quickly put out the flames, saved 
the car from catching fire. 

A type of sky lantern was 
launched by Japan across the 
Pacific Ocean during World War 
Two as a somewhat hopeful method 
of trying to kill North America 
civilians by causing random fires. 

Both Mr White and the fire ser¬ 
vice are concerned that similar 
consequences could result if one 
lands on a thatched roof or a dry 
cornfield, for example. 

Northamptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil Trading Standards also added 
their voice to the worries yesterday 
A spokeswoman said: “I would 
have major concerns around safety 
regulations in terms of where 
these could land.” 

Trading Standards said they 
were also urgently seeking more 
information on the new lanterns.

Keep the van 
emissions low 


Special compact 4x4 
has attitude to spare 


VAN buyers will find it easier 
to cut emissions and save 
money with a new van C02 
data base launched by Trans¬ 
port Secretary Andrew Adonis 
this week. 

The online database - the 
biggest of its kind in Europe - 
has been compiled by the 
Vehicle Certification Agency 
(VCA), Society of Motor Manu¬ 
facturers and Traders (SMMT), 
and Department for Transport 
(DfT). It allows users to search 
for new van models on the UK 
market and compare their 
C02 emissions and the fuel 
consumption. 

Vans make up around 15 
per cent of road transport 
emissions in the UK and their 
emissions are rising at the 
highest rate of any road vehi¬ 
cle. If everybody buying a new 
van bought the most fuel effi¬ 
cient model in its class the 
average buyer could save up 
to 17 per cent on both C02 
emissions and fuel costs. 

Launching the database at 
the Low Carbon Vehicle Part¬ 
nership's annual conference in 
London today, Transport Secre¬ 
tary Andrew Adonis said: "It's 
important to help motoring 
consumers make the right 
choice, both for themselves 
and for the environment." 

The database can be 
accessed on the Business 
Link website alongside tips for 
van buyers on how to choose 
the right van for their needs 
and how to save fuel costs by 
changing the way they use the 
vehicle. 


COMPACT 4x4s aren’t usually the 
most low key of cars but even in this 
chrome-spangled, body-cladded, 
flared wheelarch of a market sector, 
the 4007 from Peugeot stands out. 

Its gaping maw won’t be to every¬ 
one’s taste but you can’t help but gaze 
at it like a rabbit transfixed by the 
dental work on an approaching tiger. 
Then, if you crank the visual impact 
of the 4007 up a notch or two, you 
arrive at the 4007 Sport XS special 
edition version. 

It’s quite a sight. 

All Peugeot 4007 models come pow¬ 
ered by the same 2.2-litre HDi diesel 
engine mated to a six-speed manual 
gearbox. 

This unit will generate 156bhp and 
380Nm of torque and is even capable 
of running on a 30 per cent mixture 
of diesel biofuel without resort to 
modification. 

The engine has been modified from 
that found in the 407 saloon range to 
offer additional lugging power but 
much of the basic architecture is the 
same, which is no bad thing. 

The Sport XS version of the 4007 
takes the extrovert looks of the stan¬ 
dard car and bolts on a full sports 
bodykit. 

This makes the car appear lower 
leaner and meaner, as do side bars, 
wing mirror covers, door handles 
and a twin exhaust all picked out in 
chrome. The extended front bumper 
and rear spoiler are body-coloured 
with the whole package topped off by 
a set of 18ins alloy wheels. 

The 4007 also offers plenty of 
stowage space throughout, with over 
20 individual storage compartments. 

All five rear seats can be folded 


away easily to provide a flat floor and 
vast load space of up to 1,686 litres, 
while the boot capacity is 510 litres 
when the second row of seats are in 
use. 

To help loading items into the huge 
boot space, there’s a split two-piece 
tailgate. Folded down, the lower sec¬ 
tion drops the sill by 64mm allowing 
heavy goods to be easily loaded, while 
doubling as a handy bench, capable 
of supporting up to 200kg. 

The standard 4007 range is com¬ 
prised of SE and GT versions but the 
Sport XS model sits between these. 
The pricing positions it £1,450 above 
the SE and £1,150 below the GT so it 
bridges the gap nicely. 

It comes only in the five-seat con¬ 
figuration but other 4007 models can 
be specified with a couple of occa¬ 
sional seats in the rear. The equip¬ 
ment list includes a Bluetooth 
hands-free telephone sys¬ 
tem. 

The 2.2-litre HDI 
engine does 
an 

admirable j 
job of 
allaying

This 
substantial 


seven-seat 4x4 is never going to tread 
as lightly on the earth as a tiny city- 
car but 39mpg and 191g/km carbon 
dioxide emissions mean that at least 
owners will be able to hold their 
heads up reasonably high at the 
Greenpeace AGM. 

Compact 4x4 buyers don’t want for 
choice in the modern marketplace 
and standing out from the crowd of 
alternatives is a tricky task for the 
various contenders to pull off. 

You’d have to say that the Peugeot 
4007 manages it though and in Sport 
XS trim it’s got attitude to spare.

RUBENS Barrichello is deter¬ 
mined to spoil the home-com¬ 
ing party for Jenson Button in 
11 days’ time. 

Button is guaranteed to be 
cheered from the rafters by 
what will be a sell-out for the 
British Grand Prix on June 21, 
the last one to be held at Sil¬ 
ver stone. 

Brackley-based Brawn GP 
team-mate Barrichello, 
though, has other ideas as he 
is eager to bag Formula One’s 
version of the hat-trick. 

Known in FI parlance as 
the ‘grand chelem’, the Brazil¬ 
ian wants the fastest race lap, 
pole position and victory, a 
feat he has failed to achieve 
during his 17 years in the 
sport, and after 274 starts. 

Barrichello adores Silver- 
stone, as he has won once, 
been runner-up twice and fin¬ 
ished third on three other 
occasions. 

“I love the place, I love the 
track,” enthused Barrichello. 
“I don’t want to just win the 
race. I want a hat-trick there. 
I want everything. I want 
fastest lap, pole position. It’s 
like that.” 

Barrichello’s desire is 
fuelled further following the 
first failure of his car in Sun¬ 
day’s Turkish Grand Prix, 
not aided by the fact Button 
went on to win his sixth of 
seven races this season. The 
37-year-old is now staring at a 
26-point gap to Button, so 
sparking fears of his time at 
Ferrari when he was second 
best to Michael Schumacher. 

“Jenson is very illuminated 
at this point, and he is taking 
all his opportunities,” assessed 
Barrichello. “He almost has a 
Michael kind of thing going 
on because things are opening 
right in front of him with¬ 
out much of a problem.” 


Cup offers Saints 
a champions test 



SAINTS greeted Tuesday's tough 
Heineken Cup draw as being 
great reward for the club's loyal 
rugby fans. 

Northampton - who won the major 
European trophy in 2000 - have been 
drawn to place two-times champions 
Munster, French champions Perpig¬ 
nan and Italian champions Treviso. 

With only the top team from each 
of the six pools and the two best run¬ 
ners-up going through to the knock¬ 
out stages, it is a formidable draw for 
Saints. 

But club coach Jim Mallinder said he 
and his players were looking forward to 
locking horns with Europe’s elite again 
as they return to the top competition 
again. 

“It’s a very exciting and challeng¬ 
ing draw for us,” said Mallinder. “The 
Heineken Cup is the best club compe¬ 
tition in the world and it has lived up to 
its billing with the draw we have 
received. 

“We are an ambitious club and if 
we want to improve, we have to test 
ourselves against the best sides in 
Europe. We will certainly have the 
opportunity to do that next season 
against Munster, Perpignan and Treviso. 

“It is also a great draw for the fans. 
One of the highlights of last season 
was seeing the number of supporters 
who made the trips to places like Mont¬ 
pellier and Toulon, and next season 
they will have the opportunity to visit 
three countries and experience rugby 
culture in the heartlands of the game. 

“I am certainly looking forward to the 
tournament.” 

Mallinder believes the club, with its 
huge fan base, deserves to be in the 
Heineken Cup, which Saints won nine 
years ago by beating Irish giants Munster 
in the final at Twickenham. 

“It is fantastic, exciting times to get 
the club back into Europe,” he said. 


“It is a massive club, with a big fan 
base. 

“The fans came down to the final in 
big numbers and they travel to all the 
European games in large numbers. 

“They love the European games so it 
is good to get the club back in the 
Heineken Cup for them. 

“Munster have been one of the form 
teams in the Heineken Cup since it 
started. As well as winning the tour¬ 


nament twice they have reached the 
final several times and the knock-out 
stages regularly. 

“Many of their players are familiar 
from their involvement with Ireland 
and the Lions, and the atmosphere cre¬ 
ated by the fans at Thomond Park is leg¬ 
endary. 

“Perpignan have also played in the 
Heineken Cup final, and last Saturday 
they showed their pedigree when they 


beat Clermont Auvergne in the Top 14 
final. 

“Like Munster, Perpignan have a 
squad packed full of international play¬ 
ers and it will be a good trip to southern 
France. 

“And while we played Treviso in pre¬ 
season last year [Saints winning 66-0], the 
Heineken Cup is a different matter.
